Man in all ages has put God into terms of his own understanding. 
When he was a savage and had no bicycle, he made him a savage God. 
And when he grew toward civilization he civilized his God as he went. 
Man is not more than half-civilized now. But the wheel is crowning his 
days with enlightenment. In all his past conceptions of God there has 
been something horrible to excite fear, and something supernatural to 
excite wonder. It is the mission of the bicycle to take man out of this 
sultry cloister where the clergy dispute about nothings, into the true 
temple where his mind may be aired for the taking in of truth at 
first hand. And though this evangel has labored with us but a 
little while, yet has it done much: for already the preachers are 
coming to see something fantastic and unreal in certain tales that 
are told of the Deity. Just now they make a prodigious row over 
the reported adventure of Jonah with the whale. Some auda- 
ciously contend that the incident is not historical; that it was 
used by way of fable to impress plainly and vividly the sub- 
lime truth of the brotherhood of man, all loved and guarded 
by one Father. Others hold to the husk as well as to the 
kernel, and cheerfully consign the doubters to eternal per- 
dition for their doubts. They fear, they say, to give up one 
miracle lest the others be taken from them. They have 
grounds for this fear. If we are let to doubt that Jonah was 
three days in the whale’s belly, we may next doubt that God 
arrested this whirling star so that Joshua could kill a few thou- 
sand more people. We may even take the license after awhile 
to aver that God did not set the bears upon the children who 
made merry over the bald head of Elisha. We shall say it 
does n’t sound a bit like God. Doubtless those wicked chil- 
dren deserved death for mocking the good man, but it should 
have been done more humanely.:

Now we who leave this sandy waste of dogma and whirl 
off upon our twin circles of air to the free green places of earth, 
get a fresher and more vital theology of our own. Under the 
blue sky where eternity runs we feel the divine energy that per- 
vaces all things; and we perceive it to be wholly profitless to dis- 
pute about old miracles. For here are miracles close at hand. The 
quickening earth, the swelling buds, the far sweep of hills, the slow 
white clouds, are miracles; every leaf and every blossom is a miracle, and 
so, in our*own vibrant body, is every breath and every pulse-beat. And 
amid these present insistent mi.acles we see it to matter no more if the 
whale gave up Jonah after three days than if the cat was ever really in the 
fiddle, or the cow ever really jumped over the moon. And the sight of 
reverend scholars heatedly affirming or denying these things would be 
ludicrous if it were not pathetic. So far as we take sides at all out here 
under the high heavens we rather prefer to think that God set His uni- 
verse going right in the first place, and has never had to suspend o1 
amend any of His laws. We find the course more dignified. To ariest 
a whale’s digestion for three days, or to halt the world for a few hours

smacks a bit of the prestidigitateur. Anyway, we who ride out have 


no need of such tales to hold our Faith.

And out here, too, we perceive the monstrous cruelty of those threats 
with which the Church has ever sought to frighten us. We know that 
no infant, however sad a reprobate, is burned in hell; and we begin to 
suspect that the tent-maker of Naishapur knew whereof he wrote some 
seven hundred years ago: 

‘*Why,” said another, ‘‘ some there are who tell 
Of one who threatens he will toss to hell 
The luckless pots he marred in making — Pish ! 
He's a Good Fellow and 't will all be well.”
